109. (Previously Presented) A computer embodied on a computn:-readabl«t medium 
that establishes a virtual classroom as recited in Claim 108» wherein tie present ition type 
includes at least one of lecture, simulation, media, interactive browsing, dideshow. video or 
audio. 

110. (Previously Presented) A computer program embodied on compute -readable 
medium that establishes a virtual classroom as recited in Claim 108, wh^irein the interaction 
parameters are a protocol for interaction that allow only one person to inte ract with ihe virtual 
classroom at a time. 

111. (Previously Presented) A computer program embodied on i. computer-readable 
medium that establishes a virtual classroom as recited in Claim 108, wherein (he interaction 
parameters are a protocol for interaction that allow a plurality of people o paiticipite in the 
virtual classroom. 

112. (Previously Presented) A computer program embodied on i compute -readable 
medium that establishes a virtual classroom as recited in Claim 108, wierein maieiials are 
provided for use by the one or more students and one or more teachers in the /irtual cl&* sroon. 
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113. (Previously Presented) A computer program embodied on confute -readable 
medium that establishes a virtual classroom as recited in Claim 108, herein liomeworic 
materials are provided for use by the one or more students in the virtual class oom. 

Obviously Presented) A computer program embodied on . . compute --readably 
medium that establishes a virtual classroom as recited in Claim 108, wbere n tests arc provided 
for use by die one or more students.
